Among  them  were  former 
Presidents  Theodore  Roosevelt 
and  William  Howard  Taft,  Sec- 
retary of  War  Garrison,  Sec- 
retary of  the  Navy  Daniels,  Sec- 
retary of  the  Treasury  McAdoo, 
Secretary  of  the  Interior  Lane 
and  scores  of  officials  and  digni- 
taries of  this  and  foreign  gov- 
ernments. 

The  fame  of  the  1915  enter- 
prise was  universal.  It  won  the 
unstinted  praise  and  the  un- 
qualified endorsement  of  all  vis- 
itors. Architecturally  it  has 
been  conceded  one  of  the  finest 
things  ever  created.  From  the 
standpoint  of  the  landscape 
artist  it  is  a  gem.  In  every  re- 
spect it  is  a  finished  thing — 
unique,   restful,   beautiful. 


AFTER  an  interval  of 
ten  weeks  following 
the  close  of  San 
Diego's  1915  Exposi- 
tion, the  new  1916 
Panama  California  In- 
ternational Exposition,  greatly 
enlarged,  and  augmented  by  the 
addition  of  many  important  ex- 
hibits and  features  of  the  San 
Francisco  Exposition,  was  form- 
ally dedicated  on  March  18th  in 
the  presence  of  an  enthusiastic 
multitude,     greater     in     number 

than  any  crowd  of  the  previous 
year. 

The  San  Diego  Exposition, 
earliest  aspirant  for  the  honor 
of  celebrating  the  completion  of 
the  Panama  Canal,  was  con- 
ceived in  the  minds  of  San 
Diegans  long  before  Congress 
made  S:m  Francisco  the  official 
celebrant  of  this  epochal  achieve- 
ment. Active  v/ork  toward  the 
building  of  this  great  exposition 
of  the  Southwest  was  under- 
taken more  than  six  years  ago. 
It  involved  an  expenditure  of 
more  than  five  millions  of  dol- 
lars and  the  untiring  work  of 
hundreds  of  prominent  citizens 
of  the  Southwest.  Architects 
and  landscape  gardeners  of  in- 
ternational reputation  were  se- 
cured and  the  Exposition  was 
completed  on  time.

OVERING  an  area  of 
614  acres  in  the  center 
of  Balboa  Park,  its 
setting  is  one  of  ex- 
quisite beauty,  at  the 
same  time  being  quick- 
ly and  easily  accessible  since 
Balboa  Park,  a  huge  tract  of 
1400  acres  dedicated  by  the  city 
to  the  use  and  pleasure  of  the 
people  for  all  time  to  come,  is 
itself  situated  in  the  center  of 
the  city.  The  residence  districts 
surround  this  charming  spot  on 
all   sides. 

The  continuation  of  this  Ex- 
position through  1916  is  largely

North.  Recognizing  the  merit 
of  the  project  and  its  value  to 
all  of  Southern  California,  prom- 
inent men  of  affairs  in  that  city 
volunteered  to  assume  part  of 
the  responsibility  for  its  main- 
tenance and  management  for  a 
second  year.  They  raised  a 
guarantee  fund  to  insure  its  suc- 
cess and  nine  of  them  were 
elected  to  the  Board  of  Direct- 
ors where,  together  with  their 
San  Diego  confreres,  they  are 
working  earnestly  and  intelli- 
gently to  make  the  new  Inter- 
national Exposition  a  still 
greater  success. 
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HE  termination  of  the 
Panama-Pacific  Interna- 
tional Exposition  at  San 
Francisco,  with  its  elab-

Japan,  Brazil,  India  and  Persia, 
until  every  inch  of  exhibit  space 
has  been  taken  and  requests 
from  many  prospective  exhib- 
itors have  had  to  be  declined. 

The  United  States  Govern- 
ment has  given  cordial  support 
and  has  installed  several  ex- 
ceedingly interesting  exhibits. 
The  Pan-Pacific  Countries  have 
been  enthusiastic  participants 
from  the  first.  The  various  sec- 
tions of  California  have  spent 
large  sums  on  the  installation 
of  suitable  exhibits  and  the 
County  buildings  and  displays 
add  much  to  the  value  of  the  ed- 
ucational aspect  of  the  Fair. 


The  "Isthmus"  is  the  name  given  the  Exposition's  amuse- 
ment street.  Notable  among  its  attractions  is  the  Santa  Fe 
Railroad's  Painted  Desert  and  Indian  Village,  constructed 
at  a  cost  of  over  $200,000.  It  is  a  most  elaborate  and  faith- 
ful replica  of  the  famed  New  Mexican  Painted  Desert.  Ice 
Skating  is  one  of  the  novelties  to  be  found  on  the  Amuse- 
ment street. 


The  Exposition  will  continue  through  the  year,  closing:  at 
midnight  of  December  31st.  San  Diego  is  splendidly 
equipped  with  hotels  and  apartments.  Visitors  and  travelers 
will  find  the  enthusiastic  words  of  former  President  Taft 
literally  true,  "Your  charming  fairyland  provides  ample  re- 
ward for  the  trip  any  traveler  can  make,  and  proves  that 
there  is  a  real  end  of  the  rainbow."
